The resignation with which the 
news of the declaration of alliance to 
Russia of tho Turcoman tribes has been 
received by England is much remark- 
ed u[ion in Paris. That a transaction

with an important strategecal |)osition, 
.should have been accompli.'ihed without 
even a note of protest from London is 
pointed to as significant evidence of 
the absorbing nature of I'jgyptain [ire 
occupation.s.

We iiro .snrry to aoo so niiiiiy ainnU and 
mean biiiUiiiif;s ill cimrso of construction 
by moil whose ineana would enable them 
to put toilet her much better atrucluroa 
and for which there ia a real dcnuuid. 
Cabins with two or three rooms, roughly 
thrown up, with low ceilings and badly 
lighted and ventilated throuahout, are 
bnildin^H "for the in-oscnt." They may 
pay (>ood interest for a while; but they 
will not be occnpieil by i)eui)le who come 
to stay any loiiijer than it taiics thorn to 
procure more commodioua and iiealthfiil 
iiunrters. The day when verjr small 
houses were a good investment oame to an 
end when the placer gold minor died out. 
He was a nmniulic being whc^ worked in 
the diggings in the .suniiner und came to 
the town in the winter to spend his earn- 
ings. He could cook, hake, wash and 
sew and being a handy ]iersun generally 
preferreil a cabin to the best hotel in the 
city. Tlie niechaiiiea who are now flock- 
ing to tlii.i place have not learned the art 
(if keeping house and prefer the boarding- 
house to "raneliing" m a cabin, and the 
families who cmne in will not be content 
to be hived in liinit;ed quarters if tliuy 
have the means to provide butter. The 
chuss of buildings in demand now and 
which would rent well and pay good inter- 
est on the inve.stment are those of si.x or 
eight rooms and one or two stories in 
height, costing about Sl'JoO. . Several of 
these convenient dwellings have been put 
up lately. They have a gpod appearance 
and wore all taken before completed. 
Others of the same class would be engaged 
immediately; but little cabins will 
prove in the. end a poor iuveatinent, bo- 
Hides distiguring tlie part «f iho town ni 
which they are erected. "-4^ 

VICTORIA'S FUTURE. 

The cjmniercial future of Victoria, so 
far from being weakened by the existence 
of two competing northern tranacontinen- 
tal lines— tis a few untbinking persons 
affect to believe— will be really strength- 
ened. With two railways bidding for her 
trade and bringing passengers and freight 
to her hands at e-xceptionally low rates, 
Victoria must always occupy an enviable 
position among the cities of the Pacific 
iiortKwest. No toivn has n more brilliant 
future or prospect of greatnefs that is 
more assured. Swift steam vessels like the 
Olympian-- whose name is the synonym 
of elegance, safely and rapid movement, 
maintained between Burrard Inlet, Se- 
attle and this pert, and a huge railway 
ferryboat plying between Nanaimo and 
Uurrard Inlet — will practically bridge the 
"silver streak" that separates island and 
mainland and reduce the time now re- 
quired to i)erform the passage to a mini- 
mum. All who gazed on the Olympian as 
^he glided alongside the wharf yesterday 
must have felt that capital, science and 
enterprise are each about to contribute 
its (piota towards the prosperity and 
greatness of the I'rumier Uity of tlie North 
Pacific, which is de.stiiieii to grow and in- 
croaao with a rapidity thnt few northern 
cities liavc eiiualed. With one railway 
line terminating on the mainland the ef- 
fect ojj Victoria might have been ques- 
tionable; but with two — the result can- 
not be doubted.

encroachment on the rights of the pro- 
vince. If tlie Mayor should undertake 
to do what his i-ejiiy would seem to indi 
cat(! he inteiida, he will tind liimself in a 
very bad fix intlced. Whatever may bo 
the reqiiirements of the law in question, 
no power on earth can compel him to sit 
as a license coinmisaioner unless he sees 
tit. Uo 18 not a Doiuiiiion ollicial; he is 
:in oflicer selected by the people, and as 
such can decline to act. lie mi^ht ,eVen 
go BO far as to resign (a greater 'misfor- 
tune might befall the city) rather 
than assist in doing a thing wiiich nine- 
tenths of his fuliow-citizeiis think he 
ought'not to do. 



liis Profit that Awaits the 

IlKlltStfiOUS. 



To run Editor- In December last I 
constructed'twb very crude hatcheries de- 
signed from some good poiiiL-^ of several 
others I had seen. I filled them with 
eggs and they worked fairly well. I kept 
them going from December 1st to July 
lat, clearing in that time .*050 over iiad 
above everything, and that, too, in spite 
of the price tif feed, and tho fact that I 
sold my chickens at low market prices. 
The highest I got for thoin was SjU per 
dozen, and the lowest $;i.7o. Duruig 
that time I attended to my regular busi- 
ness without let or hindrance. Believ- 
ing this to be a good return for this 
amount of work I began to look around for 
a more perfect liatchery and my attention 
was directed to the C. S. Incubator. In 
June I procured instructions from J. M. 
Bain, New Concord, Ohio. He is secre- 
tary to the N. P. Poultry Association and 
will scud directions how to make this 
hatchery to anyone sending him three 
two-cent stamps to prepay postage. I 
made ono that held 250 eggs and my suc- 
cess with it was all that 1 could wish for. 
I then had four more made, and 1 have 
just taken out of these live hatcheries 
1,030 fine chickens out of a little less than 
1,200 eggs. I believe 1 am placing it moder- 
ately when I say that by July next I ex- 
pect to clear S2,.")00 besides attending to 
my regular business. There is no buainess 
as profitable as this is, and there is no 
business that requires so small an amount 
of capital to stand on. There is no ne- 
cessity for men trying to hide their busi 
ness any more than that of raising wheat 
and cattle. "The field is tho world," and 
tho world, like Oliver Twist, is crying out 
for more. Poultry is getting higher every 
year. There are thousands of young men 
in this country whb are teachers, clerks 
in stores or who practice various other 
avocations who look forward to the time 
when they can get a start in aoine lucky 
business. The way is now opened to them 
all if they wilt only profit by it. Then 
there iire young women who are dupend- 
ent on father or brother, and who, in one 
year, could place themselves high above 
any dependence if they only would. Do 
not wait until spring cornea, but get your 
directions and make your hatcheries now.

On Thursday. Feb. 21, Mr. A. .S. Hill, 
Q. U., asked tho Secretary to tho Admir- 
alty whether, having regard to tho great 
importance attaching to the practicability 
of a route through the Hudson Straits to 
the grain growing districts of tho North- 
west, H(ir Majesty's Government would 
assist in tliis research by placing ono or 
more vessels of tho royal navy at such 
stations and for such periods as might en- 
able 11 report to t)o made upon tho num- 
ber of days during the ytiar for which such 
r.iulo is available. 

Mr. Uainpboll Bannerman said: "We 
-urn in uoasession of inforniiition derived 
f"r navigating Hudson «trait. This o.\- 
periance has proved that the strait is so 
hampered with fixed and floaling ice as 
not to be free for secure navigation for 
niiiro than an avora(?e of sovon or eight 
weeks in the year, confined between .hdy 
and September. The open time varies 
considerably from year to year, for al- 
though t;he strait is occasionally open by 
the middle of ,July, it has been found 
closed until the middle of August, and ia 
rarely free after September. It would bo 
an arduous and, to some extent, a daiu'er- 
ous service for ono or more of Her Ala- 
jcsty's ships to be placed in this inhospit- 
able region for a .season to watch tho 
movements of the ice; and the observa- 
tions of many years would be necessary in 
order to eome to a safe conclusion. The 
government are, therefore, not prepared 
to undertake the duties suggested by my 
hoii. friend, although they 'fully appreci- 
ate tho importance of the subject."

THE NEW SOlfNU STEAMER 
OJLlTMPIAni. 

A niag'nificent Spectacle. 

Y''o3terday at noon tho splendid steel 
aide-wheel ateamer Olympian, of which 
tho Alaskan ia tho sister ship, arrived from 
the Sound having made the trip from 
Port Townsend (39J miles) in two luoirs 
and a quartBr,thougli this cannot be taken 
as a criterion of her speed, aa she was not 
pushed. As alio came up the harbor a 
dense crowd collected on tho Hudson Bay 
Co.'s wharf, to the outside of which she 
was moored. In general appearance, 
though on a much handsomer scale, the 
Olympian bears soiuq roaeinbliiiico to tho 
celebrated floating pahicu Bristol which 
plies on Long Island Sound. She has two 
masts and the forward one in udditiou to 
the mainsail has also a sij uaro s;iil. Her 
funnel is large, and on her hurricanu 
deck is a spacious vrheslhouse, surmount 
ed with a gilt American eagle; adjoining 
are the cabins of tho captain and mate. 
Her puddle boxes are very lian(ls(iiiiely 
decorated with narrow ornamentiil par.els, 
connected by a broad band of frot work 
and springing from a gdt half circle whieb 
contains a mnriuo painting. This vessel 
is one of the fine steamers built for the ( ). 
R. & N. Co., and her buildora were tho 
Harlan-HoUingaworth company, of Wil- 
mington, Delaware. Ht^r compaiiioti, the 
Alaskan, now en route, was btiilt by .lohii 
Roach ifc Sons, mid much rivalry w:is felt 
as to which would construct the ino.st 
handsorao and speedy boat. The .Mas 
krui is Sftoen foat longer, has n greater 
d('iptli of hold, is narrower and finished in 
iitiFerent stylo; but a comparison caiitiot 
be made until she arrives.

Tlie registered dimoiisions are as fol- 
lows: Length, 2G1 6 feet; beam, '10 feot;

PniLADhapuiA, March 4.— For m 
Mrs. Delia Parnoll, the aged mother . 
Charles Parnell, who resides at the family 
homestead known aa "Ironaidea," about 
half way between Bordentown and White 
Hill, has been be.set by a series of potty 
persecutions. These outrages began 
shortly after the death of Miss Fanny 
Parnoll, and at first Mrs. Parnell over- 
looked them. Since last October scarcely 
a week has passed without some mysteri- 
uua visitattoa to the homestead, and from 
time to timearticlea of value were taken 
from the house in a manner that loft no 
clue to the thief. 

One night a large number of valuable 
breeding fowls were beheaded in thoir 
coops. On another occasion portions of 
the fencing were torn down. Later the 
vandals oviueed their vindiotivenBSs by 
damaging trees and out-houses. On Do- 
comber 1st they poisoned a haiidsomo St. 
Bernard and a rod setter, formerly tho 
property of Miss Parnell. For a time the 
persecutions ceased, only to be renewed 
in the form of a more painful spocloa of 
revenge. 

Last Friday night an attempt was made 
on the lives of Mrs. Parnell, the over- 
seer, Oeorgo O'Toole, and his wife, al- 
though the mistress of the placo happoued 
at the time to be in New York, .\niong 
the live stock keptiit Ironsides are several 
cows, only one of which, however, gives 
milk. This auimal supplies the dairy with 
all the milk used 011 the place. On Fri- 
day night the milch cow was found dead 
iu the stall. Dr. Shipps, of Bordentown, 
was informed, and after examination of 
the cow's entrails, he decided that the ani- 
mal died from the ell'ecta of arsenic. 

Tho motive of tho persecutt.rs was 
probably to poison the inmates of tho 
hoinestead by the means of the use of the 
Cow's milk. Several men who were dis- 
charged by tlie (iV(M'seer aro suspected. 
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Oclivers His Views 011 the Po- 
litieal Situation in E{;y|»t. 

London, March 12. — The Mar(piis of 
Salisbury luldressed a meeting at (_;helsea, 
in stipport of lJurtliwick aud Hayes, Con- 
servative candidates for parUiunent. Ho 
predicted a complete and early Conservative 
victory. The Conservative programme was 
to appeal to the people on public business, 
especially 011 measures like the franehise 
bill, which sftcriliced England and Scotland 
for Ireland, a fact which forebode an early 
appeal. He urged a dissolution of Parlia- 
ment before any eliiinge was made iu this 
fraiichise .system. Ib^ (leelared the govoni- 
ineut's poHcy bad aggravated and perpetu- 
ated tho depression in industry aud trade, 
and caused the low wages of tho working 
classes. The Irish land market was paralyzed^ 
and no capital could be introduced into 
Ireland. Shipiiing interests were attacked 
on fantastic grounds, aud panic aud cor ■ 
fusion wore thrown into the interests up n 
which the country depends. The radical 
attacks upon property would destroy the 
workiugmen's means of livelihood. ' Tho 
Egyptian disaster was due to the indecision 
arising from divided counsels in the cabinet. 
He was opposed to the surrender of Khar- 
toum, which, he declared, would bo sur- 
rendering to barbarism what civilization had 
won. A resolution was adoi)ted, declaring 
that in view of the disasters orisiug from 
the government's policy, on immediate dis- 
solution of parliament is desirable.

La Haire, who has a brother living in 
Montreal, w.as performing an act called 
ceiling walking. A number of rings are 
attached to tho ceiling down the front 
part of the <<.udItorIum. He, hanging by 
these with his feet, head downward, tra- 
vels across the hall. La Haire had nearly 
finished the act last night and was about 
half way acrnss the coiling on his perilous 
trip wdien one of tho swivels by which 
the rings aro fastened to tho coiling broke 
and ho shot down like a bolt on his head 
striking on one of the irons of a seat. lie 
was picked up and carried behind the 
stage when it was found that his skull,, 
was fractured and his neck broken and ha 
died soon after.

Where Liie husband 
is from five to tsventy-li vc yeurs older 
than his wil:>, the'number of divorces 
runs up to 181 in 1,000; where ho is 
more than twenty-five they drop to one 
per cent. — /*«// Mall Gazette.
